Ob  Sunday,  Hoveaiher  ?h,  1963,  at  ll«b5  AM,  T talked  to  CetZ.I>.  Baker  by 
telethon*  fro*  Irving,  Texas,  and  ha  advised  me  to  report  to  work  as  soon  as 
T could  get  to  the  office.  I had  Just  heard  shoot  .Jack  Roby  shooting  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald  while  watching  TV.  I arrived  at  the  office  in  the  Homicide 
Bureau  about  12»15  PM.  At  about  12ili5  PM  Patrolman  P.  E.  Vaughn  called  our 
office  and  said  he  had  a man  down  at  the  information  desk  In  the  basement 
who  worked  for  Jack  Ruby.  I went  down  to  the  information  daak  and  mat  Billy 
Joe  Willis,  w/m/3lj,  of  6922  Forney  Road,  Phone  #EV  1-3965,  who  wee  with 
Officer  Vaughn.  I searched  Willi a and  than  brought  him  to  the  Homicide 
Bureau.  I talked  to  Willi a awhile  and  than  took  an  affidavit  from  him. 

After  his  affidavit  was  typed  up,  I took  mills  downstairs  to  information 
desk  and  Ceorge  Snyder  notarised  the  affidavit  at  2«27  PM  after  Villi  a algned 
it.  Then  T let  Willis  leave  from  the  basement.  At  3«00  PM  Capt.  Frits  sent 
Detectives  W.  0.  Ball,  L.  B.  Montgomery,  B.  L.  Senkel,  and  me  up  to  the  fifth 
floor  to  bring  Jack  Ruby  to  his  office.  Bet.  Senkel  waited  in  the  room  just 
outside  of  the  elevator  on  the  third  floor  While  the  other  three  of  us  went 
to  the  jail.  When  we  arrived  at  the  fifth  floor  jail,  Ruby  was  stripped  to 
his  shorts  and  F.  B.  I.  agent  Hall  was  talking  to  him.  We  waited  for  Ruby 
to  get  dressed,  and  then  brought  him  to  third  floor  on  the  elevator.  There 
we  were  Joined  by  Senkel  and  brought  Ruby  on  Into  Capt.  Frits' e office.  Mr. 
Sorrells  of  the  Secret  Service  was  in  Capt.  Frits's  offlos,  and  some  other 
officer  from  F.  B.  T.  or  Secret  Service  was  also  there.  After  Capt.  Frits 
and  Mr.  SorreJ>  talked  to  Ruby  awhile,  Mr.  Sorrells  end  this  other  officer 
left.  Tn  a few  minutes  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Pierce  Me  Bride,  and  Assistant 
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District  Attorney,  Bill  Alaxandar  em  In,  .radge  Xo  Bride  raad  the  charge  to 
»i*y  that  had  been  'l lad  against  hin  and  adrieed  hln  of  hla  rights.  At  l>tOO 
Bat.  X,  (i.  K*iif  p.  L.  Sank  el,  and  I took  Jack  Holy  tank  to  the  fifth  floor 
Jail  and  turned  bln'  near  to  the  jailara  theta.
